federates, no Ship nor Vellel may be ad- 
mitted to come out of any Port of Fr.:xce, 
but that the Ships and Men be ſcized and the

affections of the People: Laſtly they renew 
their former proteſtations and engagements 
ta perſevere in the proſecuticn ot the ſa:d

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War, and when he ſhall be pleas'd to Im- 
part ſuch Alliances and Confederacies to 
them in Parliament to give ſach ready aſ- 
ſiſtances upon all occations as may bring 
the War toa happy concluſion. 

To this Addreſs the King return'd the 
following Anſwer in Writing, which was 
read 1n the Houfe of.Commons the 4th of 
February. * That he was not a little ſur- 
*priz'd to find ſo much inſerted there of

* ſhould ; that his Speech was to both Houſes 
*joyntly, and the return ought to be from 
* both; Thatin the Addreſs of the 2oth of May

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* vafionsz you defire him to oblige his Conte- 
© derates never te conſent to a Peace till the 
* moſt Chriſtian King be reduced to the Py- 
* renean Treaty, a Determination fneing 
*only for God Almighty,ſince none but He 
5 can tell the terms of Peace who knows the 
*eventof War 3 You defire him not toſuffer 
5 a Shipof theirs to come frony Frawce under 
* pain of Confilcation, not excepting Allies, 
* Prince, or Ambaſladors ( if any among 
*them);that he does not believe any Aſſem- 
© bly of Men ever gaveſo great and publick 
*a provocation to the whole World with- 
* out ſomuch asconfidering to: provide one 
* Ship, Regiment, or penny towards juſti- 
« fyiog itz that however if by your aſfiſt- 
* ance he may be put into Armes fufficient for

© Chriſtendom be reſtored to ſucha Peace, 
* that it ſhall not bein the power of any one 
*Prince to diſturb ir , that the Rights of 
* making and managing War and Peace are 
*in His Majeſty, and if you think he will 
* depart from any part of that Right, you are 
© miſtaken 3 the Reins of Government are in 
* his hands,and he hath the ſame care to pre. 
* ſeryethem there, as to preſerve his own 
* Perſon; he keeps both for his Peoples pro- 


\tedtion and fatety, and that if chis Houfe

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© will encourage His Majeſty to go further 
*in Alliances, you muſt conſider of railing 
* ſpeedy ſupplies3 :for from the conſidera- 
*tion of thoſe he muſt take his meaſures, 
Somie things of note hawever were done 
before the Supply was concluded ; The 
Houſe of Commons took _ off all written 
ProteCtions, which had been by ſome 
Members granted to fuch as were not real- 
ly their Servants, roan incredible number 3 
Voting no Protection allowable to any but 
their Menial Seryants, actually in Service, 
and that without a written Certificate, 
- And now wasithe Earl of Shaftsbury re- 
leas'd from his Confinement in the Tower, 
where he had been cloſe Priſoner ever fince 
laſt Spring, and reſtored to his place in Parli- 
ament, having firſt made the following 
Submiſſion at the Lords Bar, Feb. 25. vis.

On the 27. The City was not a little 
Allarm'd with the French Kings taking of 
Gbert, and the great danger of ſeveral other 
places of note io Flanders: That Night were 
ſent from London, 12 Companys of Foot 
for Oſtend, tollow'd the next Day by the 
Dukes of Moxmounth and Albermarle, the 
Earls of Mulgrave and Plymouth, &c. moſt 
of which Lords ſoon after return'd. 

About a Fortnight after this, a Poll-Bill 
for raiſing Monys, pa't both Houſes, and 
preſently after the Commons expreſs their 
1mpatiency. for a War, their TranſaCtions 
running in theſe Terms, March 14. 

©Upon ſeveral motions made for conſi- 
* dering of the deplorable condition of the 
{ Nation, reſolyed in a Committee of the 
* whole Houſe, That ir is the opinion of 
©this Committee, that an Addreſs be pre- 
© {ented tothe King, humbly to adviſe His 
*Majeſty,that His Majeſty roquiet the minds 
© of his Loyal Subjects, and to encourage 

the 
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' the Princes and States, Confederates a- 
*painſt the Frexch King, would be graci- 
* ouſly pleaſed to proclaim and enter into 
* an aQual War with the French King, and 
*to give his Majeſty aſſurances, that this 
© Houſe will conſtantly ftand by and aid 
© His Majeſty in the proſecution thereof with 
neceſlary and plentiful ſuppplies and af- 
* fiſtances, and that His Majeſty will pre. 
« (ently diſmiſs the Frexch Ambaſſador and 
© recal his from France, and Niminghen. 

Which Addreſs was the next Day drawn 
up accordingly, and ſent to the Lords for 
their Concurrence, but never proceeded 
further. 

Wedneſday 27th of March, the Parlia- 
ment was Adjourn'd by the Kings Order, 
till the x1th of April, being the Week at- 
ter Eaſter, the King _— firſt Sign'd the 
Poll-Bill, in which was a ſtrict Appropria- 
ting Clauſe for the Mony fo Levy'd to be ap- 
plied to no uſe but the intended French 
War ; alſo another Clauſe Prohibitings the 
Importation of any French Commodities 
for Thiee Years. Soon after which the 
French King prohibited qurs for Ten Years. 

Thurſday the 11th of April, the Parlia- 
ment met again and Adjourn'd to the Mox- 
day following, at which time, by the Kings 

appointment 
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appointment they choſe a New Speaker in 
« Honſfe of Commons, Sir Robert Sawyer 
one of the Kings Council Learned, and a 
great PraCticer in the Fxchegquer, and from 
thence Adjourn'd over to Moxday the 29th 
of April. 

During theſe Intervals a ſtrict Faſt is 


kept on Wedneſd:y the 1oth of April in 


London, and the Wedneſday Fortnight fol- 
lowing through England, - to implore Gods 
Bleſſing upon His Majeſty and his King: 
doms, and for the avertiog of Gods Judg- 
ments. 

Monday the 29th of April the Houſes met 
again, the King and Lords im their Robes3 
My Lord Chancellor in a long Speech re- 
cited all the Addreſſes that they had made 
in relation to a War with France, what 
the King had already done in purſuanceof 
the ſame, and joyning an effeCtual League 
with the Confederates to that end, and 
how ready the King was to purſue their de- 
fires, but that now he diſcovered the Drtch 
were entring upon a Treaty of Peace with 
the French King, and that without his con- 
ſent or privity, and, therefore His Majeſty 
demands the advice of his Houſes how to 
proceed. 

Monday tollowing being the 6th of May, 

voir 
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Sir Robert Sawyet excuſed himſelf in a Let- 
ter, that hecould not attend the Houſe by 
reaſan thar he was taken very ill of the 
Stone, occaſioned by his long ſitting laſt 
Saturday; whereupon the Old Speaker was 
again chofen and reinſtated in the Chair. 
[The ſame Day the King returned a ſhort 
Anſwer to an Addreſs of the Houſe of 
Commons, Voted onthe faid laſt Saturday, 
which contain'd their humble Advice that 
he would forthwith enter into the preſent 
Alliance with the Confederates, and an 
AQual War with France, &c, To which, 
this Anſwer was read by one of the Secre- 
taries of State, viz.

Which being read, the King immediately 
returned Anſwer in theſe few words only, 
© That he was much Surprized at the Extra- 
© vagancy of their Addreſs, and unwilling at 
© preſent to give it ſuch a due Anſwer as it 
« deſeryes. 

On the Mundy following the King paſt 
ſeveral private Bills, and then cauſed the 
Parliament to be Prorogued till Thurſday 
come Seyenight, being the 23 of this inſtant 
May, by which means this Seſſion which had 
been of along Continuance by Adjourn- 
ment, was determin'd, and all Bills and buſi- 
neſs in either Houſe then Depending, de- 
feated, and returned to the ſame State, as 
when firſt moved, But withal ſuch Bills as 
had beenrejetted, arenow in a Capacity of 
being moved again, which no Bill can be 
in the ſame Seſlion, when once rejefted. 

On the aforementioned Thurſday the 23, 
of May, the Parliament met again, and the 
Houſe of Commons being ſent for by the 
Black Rod, to attend His Majeſty, in the 
Houſe of Lords, the King delivered His 
pleaſure to this effe&, * That he is reſolved, 
© as far as He isable, to lave Flanders, either 
*by a War, or Peace, which way he ſees 
; * moſt 
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© moſt. conducing ; either ways, he thinks 


* it convenient to keep up His Army, and 


.< Navy, at Sea,for ſome time, till a Peace be 
< concluded, but leaves it to them to conſi- 


© der of Supplics for their Continuance, or 
* Disbanding 3 and in either caſe not to dif- 
* courage ſo many Worthy and Gallant Gen- 
© temen, who have offerd their Lives and 
© Serviceto their Country, and that in pur- 
+ ſit of the Parliaments advice and Reſolu- 
© tions 3 That a Branch of His Revenue is 
* now expiring, another part of it is cut off 
* by a Clauſe 'in the Poli-Bill; That he has 
* borrowed 200000 /. upon the Excize at 
* their requeſt, of all which they areto con- 
© ſider 3 That he hath no Intentions but of 
*200d to them, and His people, nor ever 
© ſhall ; Deſires they will not drive him into 
© extremities, which muſt ead ill, both for 
© them and Him, and { which is worſt of 
© all ) for the Nation; delires to prevent all 
* diſorders and miſcheits that may befal by 
* ourdilagreement 3 butin caſe any do,leaves 
£jt to God Almighty to Judge who is the 
© occalion of it; In fine, That he will not 
* for the future ſuffer the Courſe and Ve- 
© thod of paſling Laws to be changed, by 
*taking together ſeveral matters in one 
* Bull, | 

This 
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This was immediately followed by a long, 
but excellent Speech, of my Lord Chan- 
cellor, which tho ſomething too large for 
the intended Brevity of theſe Notes, muſt 
not be omitted : The ſubſtance therefore 
contained, * That Holand is become reſol- 
*ved to ſeek all occaſions they can of con- 
© ing out of the 'War, in regard the Spar/- 
© irds fail them ; That the States to that end 
*entred into a League Offenſive and Defen. 
© five with His Majeſty, to obtain a Peace 
© by force, if it could not be had otherwiſe, 
© which promiſed Succeſs, till it was heard 
*abroad that this League, (the onely thing 
*by which His Majeſty could. oblige the 
© States) had been fo ill underſtood at hame 
©as to meet with ſome very unfitting and 
© very undeſerved'Reflexions; and that they 
© underſtood there was a Reſolution of giving 
*no Mony till ſatisfadtion firſt had in matters 
© of Religion, which in all Countrys are the 
«longeſt debates that can beentred upon,and 
Cat this time ſhould leaſt havebeen ſtirc'd ; & 
« when they underſtood that the King had

This Speech being ended, the Commons 
returned back and Voted His Vajelty the 
thanks of the Houſe tor His gracious ex- 
preſſions in His Speech.

Per annum,demandeds and 
mot only ſo, but a motion being made for 
a Compenſation on the Joſt paxt of His Ma- 
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jeſtys Revenue by the Prohibiting AQ, 
it wascarry'd in the Negative, Teas 145, 
Noes 202. 

Saturday the 22th of Jume, the Lords ſent 
down the Bill for Disbanding, with an en- 
largement of the time prefixt for one Month 
longer, to which the Commons would not 
agree, but deſired a Conference, at which 
to give their Lord(hips the reaſons why 
ny could not conſent to the alteration. 

londay the 25th of July, the Parliament 
was Prorogued to the firſt of Auguſt, the

On whnch ſaid firft of Auguſ#, they being 
again met, they were again Prorogued 
over tothe 29th Day of the ſame Momh. 
Soon after that alſo these came out a Pro- 
clamation, requiring a full Aſſembly at the 
ſaid 29th Day. Bat in the mean time the 
French being beaten from the Siege of 
Mons, by the Engliſh, chiefly, under Com- 
mand of my Lord of Offery, on the part

The Exami- 
ration of this Plot and the concurrent Mur- 
der of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey employ'd 
the Commons ſo afliduouſly, that towards 
the beginning of this Seſſion they ſate whole 
Days, from Morning till lateat Night. The 
Product wasa Faſt Voted ; the minutes and 
Votes of the Houſe of Commons forbid to 
be divulg'd ; ſeveral Lords Committed, 
Bellaſis, Arundel of Warder, Powjs, Staf- 
ford, Petre, Caſtlemain, &c. Sqon after this 
came out a Proclamation, appointing a 
Faſtthrough all Exgland, on the 13th Day 
of November. Thurſday the 31(t of Offober, 
the Houſe of Commonsreſolved, upon the E- 
vidence that hath already appear'd to this 
Houſe,this Houſe is of Qpinian, © That there 
hath been and is an Execrable and = 
lit 
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© iſh Deſign contrived and 'carry'd on by 
© Popiſh Recuſants for Aſlaſſinating and 
© Murthering the King, for Subverting the 
© Government, and for deſtroying the Pro- 
© teſtant Religion by Law Eſtabliſhr. 

The ſame Day Sir Edmnndbury Godfrey 
was Buried. The Solemnity proceeded 
from Bridewel/ to St. Martins in the Fields, 
72 London Miniſters Marching two and two 
before the Body, and above 1000 Men in 
the ſame Order following after. 

The next Day in purſuance of an Ad- 
dreſs preſented to the King by the Com- 
mons the Saturday before, came out a Pro- 
clamation, whereby all Papifts, or ſuch re- 
puted, be Baniſht 10 Miles from London 
and Weſtminſter, to remove themſelves by 
the 7th Day of November, except Houſhold- 
ers, and they to take the Oaths or ſuffer 
the Penalties inflifted by Law. The ſame 
Day the Commons in Parliament reſolved, 
That an Addreſs be made to the King, that 
the Trained-Bands of London, Weſtminſter, 
and Syrry, be rais'd for preſervauon of His 
Majeſtys Perſon, and the Parliament, during 
this Schon. 

On Munday the 4th of Novemb:r, came 
out an Order of the King ia Council, pro- 


poſing, That whoecyer can Difcoyer _—_ 
cer 
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ficer or Soldier 1n apy of the Kings Guards, 
Horſe or Foot, who has taken the Oaths 
and Teſt, and fince turn'd Papiſt, ſuch Dif- 
coverer ſhall have 20 /. tor every Man fo 
Diſcovered. : 

Monday the 4th of November, It was moved 
in the Houſe of Commons, that an Addreſs be 
made to the King, 'to remove the Duke of 
Tork from his Preſence and Councils ; but 
the debate was' Adjourn'd over to Fry- 
day next, at which time it being > pan mo- 
ved, the debate was again Adjorn'd oyer to 
Thurſday following.: The next. Day being 
Saterday the gth of, Navember, His Majeſty 
went to: the Lords Houſe in His Robes, 
and made a Speech to both Houſes, Wherein 
after he had return'd them His moſt hearty 
Thanks for their very great -and -extraor- 
dinary care for preſervation of His Perſon 
in this.time of Danger, © He told 'em, That 
© he-wasas ready to joyn with, them in all 
© ways and means that may Eſtabliſh a firm 
* curity to the Proteſtant Religion,as their 
© own Hearts can wiſh; and this not-only

Soon after this came out another Pro- 
clamation, whereby all Roman Recuſants, 
and ſuch reputed, were enjoya'd under the 
Penalty of the Laws toepair to their own 
homes, and not 'to remove more than Five 
Miles from thence without Licences Excep- 
ted out of this Proclamation the Inha- 
bitants of London and Weſtminſter. 

Mondey, the 18th of Novemrber; the Houle 
of Commons being informed that Sir Joſeph 
Williamſon Secretary of State, bad lately - 


' Counterſigned ſeveral Commiliions | for 
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Roman Recuſant Officers with a Nou-0b- 
ſtante to the Oaths and Teſt, be was by 
the (aid Houſe Commutted to the Tower. 
The next Day the King (ent for the Com. 
mons to attend him at the Banquetting- 
Houſe, and told *em, That tho' they Com- 
* mitted His Servant without acquainting 
* him, yet He intends to be freer with them, 


*Fand acquaint them with His intentions, 
to 
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©to releaſe His Secretary 3 which accord- 
ingly Hedid that Day. 

About this time a Bill having been ſent 
up from the Commons to the Lords Houſe, 
for Excluding all Popiſh Members to ſit 
in either Houſe of Parliament, it was paſt 
in the ſaid Lords Houſe with ſome' little 
alterations, and a Clauſe in Favour of 
His Royal Highneſs 3 and the ſaid Bill be. 
ing ſent back to the Commons, it paſt there 
alſo November 21ſt, with the ſaid altera- 
tions, but not without ſome difficulty 5 for 
Sir Jonathan Trelauny and one Mr, Afb, 
being heated in debate and words of re- 
proach paſſing between *em, Sir Jonathan 
ſtruck the other a cuff on the Ear, which 
being return'd by Afb, over the Face, they 
were both about to Draw, but of diſtur- 
bance being at Jaſt quieted by the Speaker, 
Trelauny was ſent to the Tower, there to 
remain all this Seftions, and Aſo received 
a Reprimande from the Speaker. 

About the ſame time came out an Order 
of Council, explaining the Jate Proclama- 
tion whereby all Papiſts were Baniſht 10 
Miles from London, not to extend to Mer- 
chant ſtrangers, and ſuch Outlandiſh, who 
repair hither on the account of Trayail.

this the King requires more Moay, 

In the mean tme Oats (the great Diſco» 
verer of the Plot ) accuſes the Queen; 
hereupon the King places a ſtricter Guard 
upon him than ever ; but the Commons, 
N.vemb. 29. order an Addreſs to be made 
to His Majeſty, That the ſaid Oats befreed 
from his reſtraint, attended by his own Ser- 
vants, and that a competent allowance be 
appointed for his maintenance z3 and that 
the Queen, with all her Servants, and all 
Popiſh Recuſants, or ſuch ſuſpeRted, be re- 
moved from Whitehal. 

Saturday, Novemb. 30. the King had two

* Power, which thing He would not do,no

In the mean time, while thele things are 
tranſacting in Parliament, one William Staly, 
a Goldſmiths Son, a Rowan Rec:ſant, is Ar- 
ra'gaed at the Kings Bench Bar, tound guil- 
ty, and condemned of High Treaſon, for 
ſpeaking certain words againſt the Kings 
Lite, and accordivgly was hanged and quar- 
tered at yburns but on Petition the King 
granted his Quaiters to his Father 3 who a- 
buſling the Kings mercy , buried him in Co- 
vent-Jarcen Church-yard with too much 
State and Ceremony ; for which reaſon, by 
His Majeſties Order, his Quarters were that 
very night taken up, conveyed to Newgate, 
and foon after ſet up on the Gates of Lorx- 
don. The fame wcek that Staly was exe- 
cated, Mr. Coleman was arraigned and try- 
ed at the aforeſaid Bar, and condemned of 
High Treaſon 5 The Evidence was theatore- 
mentioned, Oats, and one Bedloe, and his 
own Letters; but both the atorelaid Try- 
als being in Print, I ſhall take no farther 
gotice of particular'y The King gave —_

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all Mr. Colemans Eftate to his Wife and Chil- 
dren, and his Quarters to be Buried. 
Thurſday, Decemb:r 4 The Commons Im- 
peacht the Lords Arundcl of Warder, Bellaſis, 
Po13s,Petre,and Stafford,of Treaſon & other 
high Crimes and Mildemeanors, ſeverally 3 
which ſeveral Impeachments were carried up 
by five ſeveral Members of the Houſe of 
Commons. Two Days before, the ſaid 
Lords had been found Guilty upon ſpeci- 
al Inditments to the ſame purpole by the 
Grand Jury of Middleſex, belbeg ſpecial 
Commiſiioners litting at Weſtminſter ; but 
now for ſome Reaſons, thoſe proceedings 
were waved, and it was thought more et- 
fetuabto procced by way of Impeachment 
before the Houſe of Lords in Parliament. 
Tweſday, December the 17th, Ireland, Pick: 
ering,and Groves, were Condemned of High 
Treafon. as Conſpirators in the Plot, but 
their Execution-was reſpited for ſome time. 
At. the ſame time Whitebread and Fenwick 
were arraigned, but their Tryal put off 
till the-15th of Jarmary. And now ſome 
of the Members of Parliament begin to ac- 
cufe one another. December the 23d. Mr. 
Mountigue, Son to the Lord Mountigne, and 
late Ambaſſador in France, now a Burgeſs 
for Northampton, carries up ' five Articles 
2 againſt 
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2xainſt the Lord Treaſurer 3 and Sir Fohbx 
Earnly another Member of the Houſe of 
Commons, accuſes the ſaid Mr. Mountigue 
of holding a Correſpondence with the Popes 
Nuncio at Paris. | 

In the mean time the Parliament fit 
| inceſſantly; without Adjournment theſe 
Hollidays, but only for Chriſtmas-Eve and 
Chriſtmas Day : requiring a full ap- 
pearance of all their Members, not diſabled, 
as well Lords as Commons enjoyning all 
in Town not to depart under {tri penal- 
ties, and ſending their Meſſengers for all 
abient in the Country. 

But it pleas'd the King on Monday the 
30th of December to Prorogue both Houſes 
till the 4th of Februzry following. Not 
Jong before which the Commons had gi- 
ven more Mony for the Disbanding the 
Army, but inſerted a Clauſe in the Bill, 
for the Mony to be paid into the Cham- 
ber of London; which proviſo would not 
paſs in the Lords Houſe, and therefore the 
Bill remain'd abort. During this Interval 
the Reports were variqus touching the next 
ſitting : it being ſometimes affirmed that 
the Seſſion was further Prorogued till the 
25thof February, then again, that the Par- 
liament would certainly meet at the 4th 
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of February, the Day firſt appointed ; till 
at laſt on the 24th Day of Jannary, the 
King was pleas'd to ſettle the variety of 
Rumour, and by His Proclamation, then 
publiſht, abſolutely to Diſſolve this Par- 
liament, promiſing however -to [flue out 
His Writs for a New one by the- 6th of 
March next following. Thus ended this 
Parliament, having now been continued by 
ſeveral Prorogations and Adjournments 17 
Years, Eight Months, and 17 Days, being 
firſt called on the Eighth Day of May, Ar- 
#o Domini, 1661. 

With this great Turn I will conclude my 
Hiſtorical Obſervations on this 3oth Year 
of His Majeſtys Reign 3 a Year very re- 
markable if it were only on the account 
of the Diſſolution of this Parliament z but 
more eſpecially for the beginning of thoſe 
Troublesand Combuſtions which laſted for 
ſo many Years after, in Relation to the

The King and Lord Chancellor having 
ended their Speeches, the Commons return- 
ed to their own Houſe, and unanimouſly 
choſe for their Speaker, Mr Seymour, wha

to the King, was refuſed ; and the Houſe 
Ordered to proceed to a new Election; 
which notwithltanding was - not made till 
Saturday the 15th of March, an which day 
they" choſe Mr Serjeant Gregory, the ſaid 
choice being on the Monday following ap- 
proved by His Majeſty. 

- Afr this the Commons draw up an Ad- 
dreſy-to the King for a Faſt, in which alſo 
the'- Lords Concurz and a Faſt was ap- 
pointed by Proclamation dated Mar. 28, 
to tie obſerved throughout the Nation on 
the rxth of April following. 

A Committee being appointed to enquire 
into the manner of ſhimg out the Ear! of 
Daxby's :Pardon, which upon ſearch being 
nov entted in any Office from the Secre- 
taries Office until it came tothe Lord Chan- 
cellors, but difpatch'd in a private manner, 
and fo- reported by the Committee, the 
Houle of Commons reſolve Mar. 24. That 
an humble Addreſs be made to His Vajeſty, 
repreſenting the irregularity and illegality 
of the Pardon mentioned to be granted to 
the Earl of Duxby; andthe Dangerous con- 
ſequence of Granting Pardons to 'any per- 
fons thar lye under an Impeachment of the 
Commons of Erglard. £ 
They 
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They alſo defire of the Lords, that the 
Earl of Danby may be ſequeſtred from Par- 
liament, and pur into ſafe Cuſtody ; accor- 
dingly the Lords Order the Uſher of the 
Black Rod to take him; but upon ſearch at 
his Houſes both in Town, and at Wimbletor, 
he could not be found 5 hereupon a Pill is 
Ordered to be brought in, that Thomas Earl 
of Danby render himſelf to Juſtice by a cer- 
tain day, or im default thereof to be At- 
tainted, which Bill was read twice and com- 
mitted. In the mean time the Lortls had 
paſt a Bill in their Houſe for baniſhing and 
diſabling the ſaid Earl, which being ſent 
down to the Commons for their Concur- 
rence, was by them: rejefted, as a Cenſure 
too favourable. They alſo Vote an Addreſs 
to be made to His Majeſty, That the. faid 
Earl be not permitted toreſide in any of His 
Majeſties Houſes of Whitehall,Somerſet-bouſe, 
and St. James's. Allo another Addreſs for 
a Proclamation to apprehend the faid Earl, 
and that no Subje&t preſume to harbour or 
conceal him. Inthe mean time the Bill of 
Attainder againſt the Earl of Danby was 
highly canvaſt at ſeveral Conferences be- 
tween the Lords and Commons, till at laſt 
on the 16th of April, a Meſſage is brought

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mons, That the Earl of Danby had the laſt 
night rendred himſelf to the Uſher of the 
Black Rod, and is committed by their Lord- 
ſhips to the Tower. 

On the ſame 16th of April, 4 of the 5 
popiſh Lords in the Tower, who had been 
on'the 9th inſtant Impeacht, gave in their 
Anſwers in Perſon, viz. Powis, Stefford, 
Petre, and Arundel ; but the Lord Bellaſis, 
being diſabled by the Gour, had his Anſwer 
received in Writing. 

Oathe 2oth of 4pr:l, the King was pleas'd 
to declare to His Privy Council His pleaſure 
to diflolve them,and to conſtitute a new one, 
which for the future ſhould confiſt of the 
conſtant number of 3o Members, of which 
15 to be certain, viz.

© ble without any new Summons or EleCti- 
*o0n; Thatduring the Reign of any Popiſh 
* Succeſſor, no Privy Counſcller, no Judge 
© at the Common Law, or in Chancery, ſhall 
*beput in, or diſplaced but by Authority 
©of Parliament; Thatnone but Proteſtants 
© be Juſtices of Peace; fo allo for Lord Lieu- 
* tenants, Deputy Leiutenants and Officers 
* inthe Navy, not tobe put in or removed 
* but by Authority of Parliament; conelu- 
«ding that it is hard to invent any other re- 
* ſtraint to be put on a Popiſh Succeſlor ; 
*yet it any thing elſe can occur to the 
* Wiſdom of the Parliament whereby to 
ſecure Religion, and Liberty, without 
© defeating the Right of Succeſſion it (elf, 
* that His Majelty 18 moſt ready to conſent 
*to it. 

After the Conſideration of this Speech 
had been Adjourn'd over from time to time; 
{It was at laſt Reſolved on the 11th of 
* Mey in the Houſe of Commons in defence 
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* of the Kings Perſon and the Proteſtant 
*Religion, that they will ſtand by His Mas 
zeſty with theit Lives and Fortunes; and 
* that if His Majefty ſhould come by any 
*violkent Death ( which God forbid ) that

ed about five at night from Biſbopſgate to 
the Temple-gate at Chancery Lane End, at- 
tended with Thouſands of People, at 
which appointed Ration, they Committed 
the Effigies to the Flames of a very extra- 
ordinary Bonfire, at which time the mock- 
Devil departed, and the Shew ended.

Bench Bar, they were found' Not guilty of 
the Ryot, and onely Mr. Whitfir/d guilty 
of tearing the Petition ; but what offence 
that aftion did amount -to, was not at'that 
time declared by the Court. 

About the ſame time ſeveral Bookſellers 
were puniſht for publiſhing Seditious and 
Scandalous Libels ; but above all, theSer- 
tence againſt Benjamin Harri,the Publiſher

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of the Weekly Domeftick Intelligence ,is moſt 
obſervable, who having been Iadifted , 
Tryed, and found Guilty of Vending a 
Scandalous Libel , called, 4» Appeal! from 
the Country to the City, had Judgment on the 
laſt day of the Term, © To ſtand in the Pil- 
*lory dba the Old Exchange on the Tuel+ 
*day following ; Impriſonment for One 
$ year, Three years Good behaviour, and 
©*Fined 5oo /, the ſaid Appeal! to be burnt 
* by the Common Hangman. 

On the fifth of March His Majeſty was 
pleas'd to ifſue out His Praclemation againſt 
Highway-men, promiling thereby the Summ 
of 101, toany one whoſhould diſcover any 
ſuch, from thedate of the faid Proclamation 
until the ſecond of March following, which

The City of Weſt- 
minſter was the firlt, whoſe Grand Jury by 
their publick and formal A&, at their Sel- 
ſions after Eſter, diſown'd the ſaid Attion 
of promoting Petitions, and charged it 
on certain Factious perlons unknown to 
them; this, and more to this purpoſe,they 
deſired their Steward, Mr. Withens of the 
Miaale Temple, to repreſent in their names 
to His i; which he did ſoon after ; 
and was Knightcd for his Loyalty by the 
Name of Sir Francis Withens. After his 
followed the like Addreſſes from the Coun- 
ties Surry, Eſſex, M:adleſex, and Norfolk, 
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which laſt mentioned County. of Norfolk, 
had this further Acknowledgment in their 
Meſſage, vis. Their humble thanks to Hit 
Majeſty for recalling the Duke from Flanders. 
Tathe ſame purpoſe, ought not to be omit. 
ted what happened ia my Lord Shandois 
his Caſe, who having been eleCtted by the 
Turkey Company of Merchants to go Am- 
baſlador to Confpantimople, and deſiring His 
Majeſty's Approbation,the King was pleas'd 
to reply, * That he having countenanced 
* and been engaged inthe Buſineſs of a Peti- 
©tion about the Parliament (which His Ma» 
© zeſty lookt upon as derogatory to His Pre.. 
* rogative, and tending to Sedition ) He 
*coald not think him fit for-this Favour. 
Hereupon the ſaid Lord deſiring to be cal- 
led-into the Council of Foreign Afairs at 
Whitehall, Apr. 26. did there humbly ac- 
knowledge to His Majeſty his fault in ha- 
ving been concerned in the ſaid Petition, 
alledging, That he was miſled and drawn 
in, by being given to underſtand that that 
proceeding was for His Majeſty's Service; 
but that being ſince better informed , he 
abhorred and diſowned all ſuch PraQices, 
and humbly begg'd His Majeſty's Pardon 
for what was pait, After which the King 
was pleay'd to receive him into His Fas 

vour, 
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vour, and confirm his Eleftion to the Em- 
baſſie. | | 
About this time it was, that a falſe and 
dangerous Rumour flew abroad , and was 
ſpread about the Town, concerning a Black 
Box reported to be found, wherein was 
ſaid to be contain'd a Writing «importing 
a Marriage or ContraCt between His Ma+ 
jeſty and the Deke of Mowmonrh's Mother ; 
which report coming to the King's Ear, 
He was pleas'd to Summon the Council to 
meet extraordinarily on the 26th of April, 
in which He declared the {aid report to be 
alrogether falſe, and that He chought Him- 
ſelf obliged in Honor and Conſcience to 
have the matter throughly examined and 
fearched into; In order whereunto Sir G4/- 
bert Gerard ( who was rumour'd to have 
feen ſome ſuch Writing ) being called in, 
was examined in Council (his . Royal 
Highneſs, and all the Judges of the Courts 
at W:frinfter being prefent ) touching the 
truth of what was reported ; To which he 
anſwered upon Oath , *© That he never 
*had any ſuch Writing committed to his 
c Cuſtody, nor did he know of any ſuch 
© thing, or had ever ſeen ſuch Writing. To 
all which he alſo ſubſcribed his Name. His 


Majefty declaring He reſolved to uſe all 
means 
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means poſſibly to find out the Author of 
this Report. And accordingly a Commit- 
cee of Council did fit for a great whileat- 
terwards to ſift into the Bulinels. 
On the fifth of May, all the Judges of 
England, having been demanded their O- 
i made their Report in Council ,

On the 11th of May, being about the 


middle of Eafter Term, a Bill of Indi@- 


ment of High Treaſon againſt the Lady 
Pows, was deliver'd to the Grand Jury of 
Middleſex , who not being fatisfy'd with 
the ſufficiency of the Evidenc, after a long 
Examination , brought the Bill in, J2»0+

The ſtorm of Hail that fell at Loxdon 
on the 18th of May about eleven of the 
Clock in the morning, is not to be paſt 
without Obſervation;which though it came 
not yery thick, nor continu'd long , yet 
was 
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was of ſuch note, that ſome were meaſu- 
red above fix Inches about ; I ſaw many 
fall bigger than rageont Eggs, .or ordinary 
Walnuts, none leſs than ones finger eng;, 
and hardas Stones, till they had lain awhile. 
Several Rooks in the Temple Garden were 
beaten down from the Trees and killed 
with this Hail, as ſo many Shot or Bul. 
lets. SEEK. 
On Wedneſday the 19th of May, Ri#- 
chard T aſburgh of Flixton in the County 
of Suffolk Elq; was Tryed at the Kings 
Bench Bar upon an Indifment of High 
Treaſon in Confpiring the Death of rhe 
King; but upon a long Evidence to little 
purpoſe, was found Not Guilty, (the Jur 
never going from the Bar Y-and dilcharg'd. 
Oa Friday the 21 of Myy was brought 
to the ſame Bar, by Habeas Corpres, William 
Yiſcount Stafford, who much complaining 


of his long Impriſonment , was informed 


by the Court , © That all che Judges had 
* re{olved upon mature Conſideration, tiat 
©he being Impeacht of Treaſ9a - ig 
* Parliament, he could not-be tryed out of 
*Parliament.; and for the ſame reaſon al- 
ſo, it was out of the Power of this Court 
© to Bail him; That he,and the other Lords 
*inthe Tower were nat within the benefic 
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* of the late ACt touching Habeas Corpws's 5 
© That the Court was ſorry they could not 
«relieve him ; and that there was no way 
© for him to come to his Tryal but by the 
© fitting of the Parliament. | 

The day following Sir Henry T ichlurne, 
the elder Roper, and John Cary! Eſq; were 
Bail'd at the ſame Bar, though accuſed of 
High Treaſon ; yet 1n regard there appear- 
ed but one Witneſs againſt them ( viz. 
Oats) they. were diſcharged of their Con- 
finement, upon Bail. 

On the laſt day of the Term, the Lady 
Pow, Sir Robert Payton, and one Beding- 
field, were abſolutely diſcharg*d of all at- 
tendance, The ſame day a Bill of Indi&- 
ment of High Treaſon was found and 
brought in by the Grand Jury of Mzdale- 
ſex againlt rhe Lord Caſtlemazn. 

The Nine and twentieth of Mzy, being 
the ſolemn” Anniverſary for the Kings 
Birth and Reſtoration, paſt this year with 
the nſual Church Service, and the Joy of 
Bells, but without any Bonkfires at night , 
all Bonfires, not only on this, but any other 
day whatſoever, having been forbid ( by 
order of the Privy Council, April 7.) with- 
out Licence firſt obtain'd from the Council 
or other Magiſtrates ; Such Bonfires as of 

late, 
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late, having been obſerved the occaſions of 
tumult and dangerous opportunities of Se- 
dition : This day wasalſo obſerved at Edi- 
burgh with great ſolemaity and triumph, 
Fifty old Men {the Number of His Ma- 
jeſty's Age) attending the Ceremony”, 
each having a Largeſs of 5o s. The King 
and the Dukes Healths were publickly 
drank at the Market Croſs, the Conduits 
running Claret, and abundance of Oran- 
ges, Lemons, and Sweatmeatrs thrown a- 
broad. 

About the roth of Jae arrived ill News 
from T augier, the Moors on the 14th paſt

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Oa the the firſt day of Trinity Term, 
Mrs. Celier was tryed for LL Treaſon, 
at the Kings Bench Bar, the Indictment run 
in the'uſual form as againſt the reſt of the 
Plotters ; but the chief, (and indeed only) 
Evidence againſt her, 7homas Dangerfield, 
being proved by Records then produced, 
ſo great and infamous a Criminal, his Te- 
ſtimony was refuſed by the Court to be 
admitted , and chiefly in regard he ſtood 
Qutlaw*d of Felony, and Felony not being 
expreſt in his Pardon, ſhe was therefore 
found Not Guilty ; and Dangerfield him- 
ſelf committed to cuſtody, till he could 
find Bail to Reverſe the Outlawry, to An- 
ſwer the Felony, and for bis good Beha- 
viour ; But within a few _ after the faid 
Dangerfeld producing a Newgate Pardon , 
whereby all Felonies were Pardoned, and 
his name being found therein, he was dif.

And now it was that His Majeſty, in

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Waters, the Duke of Monmouth*s Mother, 
nor to any other Woman, - beſides the now 
Queen. Which Declaration was on the 
15th of Jere-in this Trinity Term, Regi- 
ſtred on Record in the. High Court of 
Chancery, all the great Lords of the Privy 
Council who were preſent when His Ma- 
jeſty Declared and Signed the ſame, at- 
teſting the Aion upon their Corporal 
Oaths in open Courr, The Lord Chan- 
cellor declaring at the fame time, © That this 
© Declaration 1s not inrolled here to receive 
* any augmentation of repute or force from 
© this Court, for it cannot receive more 
© than it hath already, but only to be pre- 
© ſerved here as ina Repolitory or Regiſtry 
*and he doubts not but it will alſo find a 
©*more Noble Regiſtry than this, that is, the

Several other matters were tranſa&ed in 
Parliament, of great moment, but in regard 
the Daily Votes and tranſaftions of the

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But before the ſaid 2oth day of Jay, 
arrived, the King was plealed by his Pro- 
clamation bearing date at Whitehall, Jan. 
I8. to dillolve this Parliament, and inti- 
mate His Royal pleaſure and intentions to 
call an other to (it on the 21ſt of March fol- 
lowing, at Oxford. 

Not long atter this , viz. onthe 25th of 
Jan, the Earl of Eſſex, and other Lords 
Preſented to the King a Petition, ſetting 
forth, * That whereas the Nation and His 
* Majeſties Perſon were in imminent danger 
* from the Papiſts, unto which no (top or re- 
* medy could be provided un'icfs by a Parlia- 
* ment 3 That ſc-yeral Parliamentsbeing calld 
* and aſſembled, they were Prorogued 
*and diflulved before any ſufficient order 
* could be taken therein, £&c. That His 
© Majeſty had been prevailed with to call 
*another at Qxford, where neither Lords 
* or Commons can be in ſafety, but will be 
* dayly expoſed to the Swords of the Pa- 
© piſts and their adherents, the liberty of 
© ſpeaking thersby deſtroyed, and the vali- 
* dity of their Aﬀs and proceedings left 
* diſputable, the ſtraightneſs of the place 
© unfit for ſuch a Concourſe of perſons as 
*now follows every Parliament, and the 


© Witneſles which arg neceſlary to give Evi- 
* dence 
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* dence upon the Commons Impeachment 
*unable to bear the charges of ſuch a Journey, 
* and unwilling to trult themſelves under 
*the ProteCtion of a Parliament, that is it 
* ſelf evidently under the Power of Guaids 
© and Soldiersz They therefore pray that the 
* Parliament may fit at Weſtminſter, This 
was ſubſcribed, Mozmouth, Kent , Hunt- 
ington, Bedford, Salisbary, Clare, Stamford, 
Eſſex , Shaftsbury, Mordant , Evers, Prget , 
ey, Herbert, Howard, Delamer, 

About the ſame time the King was pleaſed 
to diſplace my Lord Szderland from the 
Cflice of Secretary of State, and to confer 
the ſaid Office on my Lord Conway: and 
ſeveral other Members of the Privy Coun- 
cil were then alſo alter'd. | 

And thus concluded the 32d year of His 
Majeſties Reign, obſervable for divers 
matters, but above all for the Tranſattions 
of the Lords in Parliament, who by their 
Prudent and Judicious proceedings on the 
15th of November, defeated the induſtrious 
malice of the Dukes Enemies, by rejecting 
the Bill paſt by the Commons for ſecluding 
him from the Succeſſion of theſe Crowns, 
when they ſhould happen to fall to hin 
by the old known Laws of Inheritance. 
Which aCtion being of ſuch mighty Conſe-

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quence to the Peace, or perpetual Trouble 
of this Nation, and the Queſtion being ſo 
happily ſettled, it being allo a leading Pre- 
fident to many other healing ations which 
have happen'd ſince, let me once take leaye

N the beginning of this Year, City and 
Country were buſy in the Ele&ion of 
Members to ſerve in the next Parliament 
to be holden at Oxford. For the moſt 
part the Old Members were choſen again. 
T ſhall give a ſhort account of what hap- 
pen'd at London on this occaſion, by which 
a gueſs or eſtimate may be made of the 
Tranſactions elſewhere. The EleCtion for 
that City was perform'd at Guild-Ha# on 
Fryday the 4th of February, and the choice 
which the Common Hall fixt upon, were 
Sir Robert Clayton, Sir Thomas Player, Th:- 
mas Pilkinton, and William Love Eſquires 3 
To which four, as ſoon as the Eleftion was 
Ef over, 
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over, a Paper was preſented in the Name- 
of the Citizens of Loxdon then Aſſembled 
in Common Hall, containing a return of 
* their moſt hearty thanks for their faithful 
*and unweary'd endeavors, in the two /aſt 
*Parliaments,toſcarch into and Diſcover the 
depth of the Plot, to preſerve His Maje- 
*ſties Royal Perſon, the Proteſtant Religi- 
©on, and the well Eſtabliſht Government of 
*this Realm, to ſecure the meeting and fit- 
* ting of frequent Parliaments, to aflert our 
* undoubted Rights of Peritioning, and to 
* puniſh ſuch who would have betray d thoſe 
*Rights, to promote the long wiſht for U. 
*nion of His Majeſties Proteſtant Subjedts, 
*to Repeal the 35. El. and the Corpora- 
*tion At, and more eſpecially for their 
*endeavors in promoting the Bill of Ex- 
© clufion of James Duke of Tork : In fine 
*they conclude, that being confidently af- 
*ſured that they (the ſaid Members for the 
* City) will never conſent to the granting 
* any Mony-ſupply, till they have effettual- 
*ly ſecured us againſt Popery and Arbitra- 
©ry Power, they reſolve, by Gods aſliſtance 
*to ſtand by their ſaid Members, with their 

© Lives and Fortunes. 
After this another Paper was preſented 
from the faid Citizens,to the two Sheriffs, re. 
| "1 W4 queſting 
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queſting them, in the Name of all the 


2id Citizens then Aſſembled in Common 
Hall to return their grateful acknowledg- 
ment to the Earl of Efex, and by him to 
the reſt of the Lords, who preſented the 
late Petition and Advice to His Majeſty, 


. In like manner, were the former Mem-. 


bers of Parliament, again Choſen, in moſt 
placesz and in many, ſuch Papers of Ad- 
dreſs preſented to them, in their reſpeQive 
Countries, as had been done by the Com- 
munalty of Londox to their Members. Alſo, 
(contrary to the Old Cuſtomes of the Mem- 
Hers Treating the Country where they 
ſtood ) now , the Country in molt. places 
Treated them, or at leaſt every Man bore 
his own Charges. | 

About a Week before the Seſſion, the 
King left Lozdon, and removed to Oxford, 
appointing certain Companies of Foot, and 
Troops of Horſe to keep Gariſon in the 
Meuſe, during His abſence. Many Mem- 
bers of the Houſe of Commons, eſpecial- 
ly thoſe of Londor, went to Oxford ac- 
company'd, or attgnded, with the Cerimo- 
nious Cavalcade of a numerous Train of 
Friends. | 

On the 14th of March, The King and 
Queen enter'd Oxford, Received and Pre- 
4 | ſented 
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ſented by the' Mayor' arid * Body' of that 
City at the Eaſt-Gate, and from" thence 
attended with Acclamations and all fort” of 
Demonſtrations of Joy to Chriſt-Church 3 
The next Day, the Body. of the Univerſity 
waited on Their Majeſties, and' received 
the Honour” to kiſs Their Hands, preſent- 
ing at the ſane time to the King a large 
Core Bible, and to the Queen, the' Cuts 
belonging to the Hiſtory ant Antiquities 
of the Univerſity, both Richly Bound: 

The 21t of March beirig now arrived, 
and the Members of both' Houſes of Par- 
liament Aſſembled at Oxford, according' to 
the Kings Writs of Summons, the Lords fate 
in the Gallery at the Schools, and the 
Commons in the Convocation Houſe. 

His Majeſties Speech, at the opetiihg of 
the Seſſions contained, * That the utiwar- 
© rantable Proceedings of the laſt Houfe of 
* Commons were the occifloni. of the Dif- 
« olation of the laſt Pafliaitietif 5 That as he 
© will never uſe Atbittaty Govertiment, 
© himſelf, ſo He is reſblved never to ſuffer 
< it in others z That whoſoever ſhall calmly 
© conſider the Proceediii$s in the laſt Par- 
* liament, may perhaps, fore wonder at 
© His Patience ſo long, than that He grew 
e weary at laſt; That it is as much His = 

*tere 
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, tereſt and care as theirs to preſerve the 
Liberty of the Subject, becauſe the Crown 

* can never be ſafe when that is in Danger 
© that neither Liberty nor Property can 
* ſubfiſt long when the juſt Rights and 
*Prerogatives of the Crown are Invaded, 
*or the Honour of the Government 
* brought low and into diſreputation ; that 
*HE hath call'd this Parliament ſo ſoon 
* to ſhew that no Irregularities in Parlia- 
© ments ſhall make him out of Love with 
© them; That the Juſt care they ought to 
have of Religion ought not to be fo 
© managed and improved into unneceſia- 
try fears as to be made a Pretence for 
* Changing the Foundation of the Govern- 
© ment 3 that He hopes the Example of the 
*j3ll ſucceſs of former heats will diſpoſe 

© them to a þetter Temper ; that they would 
*not Jay ſo much weight upon any one 
*Expedient againſt Popery, as to deter- 
*mine all other are ineffeQual z that they 
© ought to remember that without the ſafe- 
*ty and Dignity of the Monarchy, neither 
©Religion nor Property can be preſerved ; 

© that He cannot depart from what he had 

formerly ſo often declar'd touching the 
© Succeiſion, but to remove all reaſonable 

$ fears -that may ariſe from the poopnny 

| mx. 
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© of a Popiſh Succefſors coming to the Crown, 
*if means can be found out ; that in ſuch 
a Caſethe Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
*ment may remain in Proteſtant Hands, he 
©ſhall be ready to hearken to any ſuch 
*Expedient by which the Religion may be 
© preſerved and the Monarchy not deſtroy'd 
©that therefore they would provide for Re- 
*ligion and Government together with 
regard to one another, becauſe they ſup- 
©*port one another, and that they would 
* make the known Eſtabliſht Laws of the 
Land, the Rules and Meaſures of all 
© their Votes, becauſe He 1s reſolved they 
© ſhall be His, 

Afﬀterthis Speech the Commons return'd 
to their Houſe, and Choſe for their Speaker, 
Wiliam Williams Eſq; who had managed 
that Office in the laſt Parliament. Who 
being thenext Day preſented,made a Speech 
to the King and claiw'd by humble Addreſs 
( as his Words were ) The Antient Rights 
of the Commons. 

Nothing of extraordinary note paſled till 
Saturday the 26th of March, on which Day 
it was that the Houſe of Commons were 
informed that the Lords had refuſed to 
proceed upon the Impeachment of the Com- 
mons againſt Edward Fitz- Harris for High 
rh BE: Treaſon, 
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Treaſon, but had direfted that he ſhould 
be proceeded againſt at the Common Law; 
Hereupon they Vote, © That this refuſal of 
*the Lords to proceed in Parliament upon 
«ach Impeachment, is a. Denial of. Juſtice, 
and a Violation of the Conſtitutions of. 
Parliaments, an Obſtruction to the further 
* Diſcovery of the Popiſh. Plot, and of great 
Danger to His Majeſties. Perſon. and the 
©Proteſtant Religion : And further, they 
©reſolve, That for any inferior Court topro- 
© ceed againſt Edward Fitz-Harris, or any 
* other Perſon-lying under an Impeachment . 
©in Parliament for the ſame Crimes for which 
©he or they ſtand Impeached, is an high 
© breach of the Priviledge of Parliament. 

On the Monday following the Bill againſt 
the Duke of Tork was Read the firſt time, 
and Order'd a ſecond Readipg : When 
on a ſuddain the King ſends for the Com- 
mons up to the Houſe of Lords, and tells 
them, © That He perceived heaty betwixt the 
©Lords and them, and therefore He had 
£Order'd the Chancellor to Diſſolve the 
© preſent Parliament, which he accordingly 
did immediately. 

The ſame Day the King left Oxford, and 
came to Windſor that Night 3 the next 
Morning by Eight a Clock, to la”

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Not long after this. His Majeſty was 
pleas'd to Publiſh in Print a Declaration, 
to all his Loving Subjeds, in -which' He 


*ſet forth the Reaſons which mnduced-'Hium 


to Diſlolve His two laſt Patliaments, - -His 
reaſonable deſires which -He had propoſed 
to 'em, with their unwarrantable proceed- 
ings in return 3 declaring however that -He 
1s not yet out of Love with Parliaments, 
but that He will frequently adyiſe - with 
them as His great Council, which He hopes 
erelongto find in a better Temper 3 much 
to this purpoſe were the Contents of that 
Declaration, which by His Majeſties Order 
in Council was appointed to be Read in all 
Churches and Chappels. 


About the ſame time allthe FaCtiousNews, 
call'd Domeſtick Intelligence, and Weekly 
Printed for Francis Smith, Ben. Harri, 
and LarglyCurtis, were by Order of Coun-

Hand, inſiſting upon the Impeachment in 
Parliament, but at laſt he held up his 
Hand and heard his Inditment Read; which 
was for High Treaſon, expreſt in a certain 
Writing call'd The True Engliſhman, full of 
molt horrid Expreſſions againſt the King, 
as if he were a Conſpirator in the 
Plot, and exciting the Nation to riſe as 
one Man againſt him, &c. To which In- 

dictment 
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dictment he put into Court a Dilatory 
Plea, againſt the Juriſdiction, alkedging 
that he being Impeacht by the Commons 
in Parliament, he cannot be Tryed here, 
but this Plea not being under Councils 
Hand was refuſed to be received 5 howe- 
ver the Court gave him time to conſider 
whether he would ſtand by fuch a Plea, 
in regard it might be fatal unto him in 
caſe it ſhould be over-Ruled ; and aflign'd 
him for Council Sir Francis Winningtor, 
Mr. Williams, Mr. Pollexfen, and Mr. Wal- 
lop ( as he deſired ) to argue the ſaid 
Point of Judicature next Wedneſday, if he 
perſiſted 1n ſuch Plea. On the ſaid Wed- 
neſday being the 4th of May the Priſoner 
was again brought to the Bar, attended 
with His Council ; at which time the Kings 
Attorney Sir Rob:rt Sawyer, enter'd a De- 
murrer to the Priſoners Plea, and infilted 
chiefly on the manifeſt defe&t of form, in 
regard the Plea run that the ſaid Fitz- 
Harrz was [mpeacht at the late Parliament, 
at Oxford, de Alta proditione, but does not 
lay of what ſort or manner of Treaſon, nor 
ſets forth the Impeachment at large, which 
a Plex ought to do, when it 15 to the 
Juriſdiftion.

At, which, .time it, was argued- largely by 
Williams, Winnington, Wallop, and Pollexfen 
.for ,the, Priſoner, and by, the, Attorney 
General, the . Sollicitor,. Serjeant Feoffreys 
and Sir Fr4an:is Withens, for the King 3 the 
Kings Council,. and-alſo the Court, declar- 
ing. that they medled not at all with the 
Priviledge .of the Houſe of Commans or 
Juriſdidtioa . of the Lords in Parliament, 
which was not in the Point ( tho in truth 
the Council, for-the Priſoner would fain 
have,put that -upon 'em ) but only as to 
the form of the Plea. After all the debate, 
which laſted from, 8 till after 12 that Day, 
.the Lord Chiet Juſtice declar'd that the 
Court would rake a convenient time to 
, conſider betopre they gave their Judgment. 
.;On the Wedneſday following being the 
11th of - May, the Priſoner being again 
, brought to the Bar by the Lieutenant of 
the Tower, my Lord Chief, Juſtice, in the 
Name of the whole Court gave Judgment, 
.and declar'd, That he and his Brothers had 
.Confider'd of the Plea, that they .had. alſo 
conſulted with others. of the Judges, and 
that 
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that himſelf, Juſtice Foxes, and Juſtice Ray- 
wong were of opinion that the Plea was 1n- 
ſufhcient ( Dolbiz doubting ) the Plea was 
therefore over ruled;and the Prifoner ordered 
to-Plead averzand accordingly he pleaded not 
Guilty, and alledging that a material Evi- 
dence. on his part was now in Ho{:nd, His 
Tryal was put off till the firſt Thurſday next 
Term, which is the gth of Fane. 


On (the 14 of My, being the laſt day 
but one of the Term, the Earl of Danby 
was brought by Habeas Corpus from the 
Tonerto the Kings Bexch Bar, where by his 
Council he urged hard that he might be 
Bail'd, but the Court being unſatisfied that 
they had ſufficient Juriſdiction in his Caſe 
(he being committed by Authority of Par- 
lament, and, as it ſeemd, not being within 
the benefit of the Habeas Corprs AQ) he 
was remanded back tothe T ower, 


On thelaſt day of Eaſter Term , Fitz-Har- 
zis was again brought intothe Kings Bench 
Court, to give Evidence to tke Grand-Jury 
upon a Bill of Indiftment againſt De Pry 
( who had been Groom of-the Robes 10 
the Duke ) The Jury deſired that the Evie 
dence might be given to them privately,

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But the Court overruled that, and F7 2. 
Harris declared upon Oath ( Publickly in 
Court) a great deal of Scandalous ſtuff , 
nor fit to be mentioned , relating to the 
Death of Sir Edmondbury Godfrey , which 
the ſaid De Pyy had told him a little be- 
fore the Death of the ſaid Knights 
hut all this Fitz-Hirris ſpoke from 
De Puy's mouth : Of his own knowledge 
he ſaid only this, That the Earl of Danby 
coming down the great Stairs at Wi»ſor, he 
heard him fay, that now he would make 
Godfreys heart ake : To this he added, that 
De Puytold him preſently after the Murder, 
that the Earl had ſent G-dfrey on an arrant 
from which he would never return. - Upon 
this Evidence the Earl of Da»by's name 
was inſerted into the Bill of Indictment a- 
piinſt De Pyy as acceſſiry to the ſaid Mur- 
der of Sir Ermond'ury Gorfrey, and the 
Bill was accordingly found againſt them 
both. 


At the ſame time it was that the ſaid Jury 
preſented the Court with a Petition, that 
rhey would intercede with the King for the 
fitting and Continuanceot a new Parlia- 
ment.

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During all this Eaſter Terw, and many 
Months after, many Loyal Addrefles flowed 
to the King from all parts of Englard, full 
of Congratulations, and nothing of that 
faftious ſtrain, which had almoſt rendred 
the very word Petitioning to be ſcandalous; 
among theſe Loyal Addreſles, that from Ner- 
wich ran higheſt for the Kings Prerogative, 
and a little reflecting on the exorbitances 
of the late Commons ; but as if this were 
a notorious Scandal to the Parliament, the 
Grand-Jury of Middleſex above mentioned 
preſented the ſame as a publick Libel ;, but 
this did not diſcourage the Loyal party who 
ſtill continued their Addreſſes. It would 
be tedious to name all, and how kindly 
they were received by the King, who never

without ſome gracious mark of His Fa- 
vor. Not fo to thoſe who took upon them 
in their Petitions to direct His Majeſty a- 
bout the Calling and continuance of Par- 
liaments.

On Friday the Firſt of Jal,, Dr. O!iver 
P/unket the Popilh Primat of Ir:lind , and 
Edward Fitz-Harris, were both Executed 
at Tyburr tor the ſeveral Treaſons of which 
they were ſeverally Tryed and Condemn'd 
the Jaſt Term. Plunket in a long Speech 
declar'd his Innocency, forgave his Ene- 
mies, and Pray'd for the King, Queen, and 
Duke of Tork, But Fitz Harris taid very 
little, the ſubſtance of what he hid to lay 
or diſcover, being by him delivered to Dr. 
Hawkins Miniſter of the Tower, for his 
Wife; and therefore it js to be preſumed 
that he Dyed no Papilt, in regard he had 
the aſſiſtance of a Proteſtant Miniſter, 
which all Papiſts have been known to re- 
retuſe on thoſe occaſions. His Diſcovery is 
ſince Printed. 

About this time ſeveral Factious People 
were committed to the Tiw.r for High Trea- 
ſon, namely, Rouſe, Hayns, White, and one 
Colledge, commonly call'd the Proteſtant Joy- 
mer.

ther Bill being exhibited ſoon after, to the 
Grand- [ury at the Aſlizes at Oxford, againſt 
the faid Coledge ( part of the Treaſonable 
Wards and Matters being Tranſacted __—_ 
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the Bill was found there, on the ſite Evi- 
dence which was ejected at the O14 Bay- 
ly. And Aug he was Tryed, Condettm'd 
and Executed at Oxford. |

About Eaſter, certain Perſons { to the 
tiumber of many Hundreds, as reported } 
did deſign to meet at a publick Thankſgi- 
ving Sermon and Dinner, pretended, for 
Gods wonderful Providence in delivering 
and protetting His Majeſties Perſon, the 
Proteſtant Religion, and Engliſh Liberties 
from the helliſh and frequent attempts of 
their Enemics the Papiſts, and Tickets of 
Invitation 
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Invitation to this purpoſe, were deliver'd 
abroad for a Meeting on Friday the 21ſt of 
April. Which Mecting was by ſpecial - 
Order of His Majeſty in Council April 
the 19th Prohibited and ſuppreſt, in re- 
gard the appointing of publick Faſts' and 
Thankſgivings is a matter of State, be- 
longs only to His Majeſty by His Preroga- 
tive, and therefore ſuch a Thankſgiving 
being appointed by the Subjet, His Ma- 
jelty lookt upon the fame as an infolent 
Attempt in manifeſt derogation of His Right, 
and of dangerous. Conſequence. 

On the 3d of May, His Royal Highneſs 
left the Court at Wzn4ſor, in order to His 
Journey into Scotland, from thence to 
fetch hether the Ducheſs, great with Child. 
He went by Sea in the Gloceſter Frigat, 
attended by ſeveral other Veſlels: In 


' which Voyage the Dukes Ship ſtriking 


on the Lemon-ore Sands in Tarmonth Road, 
the Veſſel was loſt, with above 100 Men, 
but the Duke and ſeveral others of the 
greateſt Q1ality went off timely into a Yaut 
attending, and arrived fafely in Scotland : 
Where a little betore had been an Inſur- 
rection'or Tumult of Apprentices at Edin- 
borough, ſapprelt by the Soldiers, not with- 
out Blood. About the ſame time [another

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Tumult of Apprentices was begun at Dub- 
liz, but quickly ſuppreſt. 

The jokuing Eaft:r Term yeilded ſeveral 
of publick note in the Kings 
Bench Court at Weſtminſter : The Earl of 
Shaftrbury had brought his Adqion of Scex- 
delum Magnatum againlt one Mr. Graddock, 
a Citizen and Mercer in Pater-Noſter-Row, 
for ſpeaking ſome Words of the faid Earl, 
Kmporting him to be a Traytor, which 
Action being laid in Lo-dox, and the De+ 
fendams Council ſhewing that there was 
no likelyhood of a fair Tryal by a Lon-« 
dou Jury,by reafon that the Earl was not only 
Free of the City , but alſo of the Skinners 
Company, of which Sheriff Pilkin'on way 
Maſter, and that therefore the ;ury oughc 
to ariſe out of ſome Neighbouring County z 
to which the Court inclined, and gave the 
Earl his choice of any County of England, 
but the Earl replying, * That he had ra- 
*ther lay down his Action than admit it

©oard moſt of them had put Abhorrencer

The like Rule was made ſoon after in 
the ſame Court between the ſaid Earl and 
Mr. Greham Principal of Cliffords Inn, a- 
gainſt whom his Lordſhip had brought an 
Action of Conſpiracy, he having been ap- 
pointed by.the Kings Council to be Sol- 
licitor in - che Indictment / againſt the faid 
Earl at the O/d-Bazly. The like Rule alſo 
in the Exchequer in Slingiby Bethels Caſe. 

Alſo Wilzore the | Jeroramas Foreman 
of Col/idges Grand Jury, having convey'd 
away a young Boy and ſent him to F«- 
waica,.a Writ de Homine replegiando was 
brought againſt him, upon which Writ 
the Sheriffs of Lodo making an infuffict- 
ent Return, and obſtinately refufing to re-

Queen, who came from Windſcr that Morn- 
ing, and were all entertain'd at Dinner 
that Day at my Lord Arlingtons at the 
end of St. James's Park.But the King return'd 
to Windſor that Night. 

The next Day the King fell ill ( occa- 
fion'd as ſuppoſed by ſome Cold caught 
the Day bebre ) of which indiſpolition 
He recover'd again upon breathing a Vein, 
in a few Days, to the great Joy of all 
His Loyal Subjetts. 

On Tueſday the 6th of June, Captain 
Ayres, the Pilot of the Gloceſter Frigate, 
late caſt away when the Duke Sayl'd to Scot- 
land, was Tryed before Special Commiſhon- 
crs of Seamen, and being found Guilty of 
that grievous loſs, was Sentenced by the 
ſaid Commiſſioners to perpetual Impriſon- 
ment, and accordingly was Committed to 
the Marſhalſes.

About this time it wes that the Con- 
venticles in Loxdon, began to be diſtub'd 
in good earneſt, and the Statute put in Exe- 
cution againſt them.

The next Day being Sx#day, admitted of 
no buſineſs : But on Mynday Morning my 
Lord Mayor, the Court of Aldermen, and 
the two Sheriffs were ſent for to appear 
before the King and Council, where the 
matter being tully examined, the two Sheriffs 
were {cent to the Tower : The Warrant for 
their Commitment being Signed by 24 Privy 
Counſzllers. 

On Txeſday the 27th of June, the Com- 
mon-Hall was again Adjourn'd over to 
Wedneſdey the th of July. 

Friday the 3oth of June, the two Sheriffs 
above-mention'd were brought by Habeas

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On Wedneſday the 29th of November, Dy- 
ed at his Houſe in St Faxes's Park the. Illuſt- 
rious Prince, Rypert Prince Palatine of the 
Abine,and Duke of Cxmberland,&c.inthe 63d 
year of his Age. After whoſe Death His 
Majeſty was pleaſed to confer the Conſta- 
ble-ſhip of Windſor-Caſtle on the: Right 
Honourable the Earl of Arundel.

On St. Thomas's Day the Election began

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Before I conclude this 24th year of Hig 
Majeſties Reign, I muſt obſerve that this year 
was remarkable for the coming of Two very 
Extraordinary Embaſiadours to our Sove. 
raign, never known before in Exglard. One 
was from the Emperour of Fez and Morocco, 
hisname Harzet Ber Ham. t Ben Hadda Ottor, 
a Man of great Eminency in his own Coun- 
try,as report ſays: His bufineſs about ſetling 
a Peace with Tangier 3 much reſpefted he 
was here, carelt at Court, and at both the 
Univerſities, and*he ſeemed to expreſs no leſs 
eſteem for our Nation. But at his return, 
upon what account I ' know-nat, he was 


reported to be received by his Maſter with 


diſgrace. The other Embaſſadour was from 
the King of Bentham, or Suroſoam, in the 
Eeft. Indies; His bultnels about the Eaſt-India

*againſt them and Judgment therein, That 
"they are deeply ſenſible and thankfully 
* acknowledge-the Kings great Favour in 
*not requiring Judgment to be immediately 
* enter'd thereon; In this diſtreſſed condi- 
*tion, they humbly caſt themſelves at His 
*Royal Feet imploring His Princely Com- 
*paſtion and Grace, begging Pardon for all 
*Offences, with moſt (vlemn promiſes and 
* affurances of conſtant Loyalty and obedi- 
*ence to His Majeſty, His Heirs and Suc- 
* ceſfors, and of a regular Adminiſtration of 
His Government in that City for the futures 
*and humbly beg His Majeſties Commands 
*and direfions. This Petition was carried 
and Preſented by the Lord Mayor, and ſe- 
veral Loyal Aldermen-and Citizens of Lox- 
don on Munday the 18th of Fune ; Aﬀter 
which my Lord Keeper by the Kings Com- 
mand: Declar'd, * That for the {akes of fo 
© many of the prefent Magiſtrates and other 
©eminent Citizens in Loxdon, whoare of un- 
* doubted Loyalty and affeftion to His Maje- 
© ſties / Service, His Majeſty will* ſhew the 
© City all the Favour they can-reaſonably 
« defirez In fine, That His Majeſty requires 
their Submiſſion ta theſe Regulations , 


That 
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*That no Lord Mayor, Sheriff, Recorder, 
Common Serjeant, Town-Clerk, or Co. 
*roner of London, or Steward of Southwark, 
* ſhall be capable of or admitted to the ex- 
*erciſe of their reſpetive Offices, before 
* His Majeſty ſhall have approved them un- 
*der his own Sign manual 3 That His Maje- 
* (ties diſapproving the Mayor twice, He may 
*if he pleaſe nominate a Lord Mayor him- 
© ſelf; fo alſo for Sheriffs : Nevertheleſs, 
© the Eleftion of theſe Officers may be ac- 
*cording to the antient uſage of the City, 
, -_ ſome ſmall Reſtriftions, then ſpeci- 
*hed. 

On Wedneſday the 2oth of June, was beld 
a Court of Common Council again at Guild- 
Hall ; the Queſtion being put whether they 
ſhould afſent and ſubmit to His Majeſties 
Order of Regulation, as above expreſt, it 
wascarried in the affirmative by the Majo- 
rity of 18 Voices. The Teas being 104, and 
the Nays 86. 

Towards the end of this  Trinity- 
Term was diſcovcerd a Damnable Plot 
and Conſpiracy, carried on by thoſe who 
call themſelves True Proteſtants. Mr. Weſt 
of the Temple was firſt apprehended, exa- 
mined, and Committed. And His Maje- 
ſties Proclamation Dated the 23 of FJure,

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came out for the apprehenſion of others 
who had Confpired againſt the Lives of 
His Moſt Sacred Majeſty and his Royal 
Highneſs, viz. Collonel John Rumſey, 
Richard Rumbold Maulſter, Richard Nel- 
thofp Eſq ; Edvard Wade Gent. Richard 
| Goodenough Gent. Capt. Walcot, William 
Zhogyjes, Fames Burton, and William Hone ; 
For the Diſcovery of any of which 100 /. 
was offer*d as a reward to the Diſcoverer, 
Alſo another Proclamation came out not 
long after, Dated the 28th of Juxe, For the 
Apprehending of Fares Duke of Mon- 
mouth, Ford Lord Gray, Sir Thomas Arm- 
ftrong Knight, and Robert Ferguſon, who 
were allo fled ; for the Diſcovery of any 
of which 500 /. was offer'd as a reward 
to the Diſcoverer. The Crimes alledged 
in the faid Proclamations are, * For Traite- 
*rouſly Confpiring to Compaſs the Death 
© and Deſtruction of the King, and His dear- 
*eſt Brother the Duke of Tork, to effet 
© which they have held (ſeveral Treaſonable 
* Conſultations, to Levy Men, and to make 
tan Infurreion in this Kingdom. 

On the 2d of Jsly, the Lord Mayor, Al- 
dermen, and Common Council of the City 
of London, in a Body, waited on His Ma- 
zeſty in the Bargneting-Honſe, and ——_ 
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ed him with their Addreſs of Congratula- 
tion, © Importing their thanks to Almighty 
*God for. bringing to Light this impious 
* and Execrable machination, deſigned for 
© the deſtruction of His Majeſtics. Royal 
\Perfon, and of his deareſt Brother James 
* Duke of Tark,and for the Deſtrution of His 
+ Majefties beſt SubjeQts, and to iavolve 
«this and the future Generation in Confu- 
*fion, Bload and miſery, carried . on - by 
© Conventiclers and Atheiſtical Perſons, &c. 
Which Addreſs being Graciouſly received 
by His Majeſty, they then Waited on His 
Royal Highneſs , and made their Comple- 
ment to him on the fame occafion. Soon 
after this, the Members of the M:z4dle-Tem- 
ple Addreſs'd in the like manner, who 
thought themſelves concern'd more than 
ordinary to ſhew their Loyalty, in regard 
ſome of the firſt Difcover'd Canſpirators 
did unhappily appear to be of that Socj- 
ety. After which almoſt innumerable Ad- 
dreſſes on the fame Subject flow'd from all 
parts of the Kingdom: At the fame time 
alſo the Ambaſſadors and Miniſters of Fo- 
raign Princes Congratuled His Majeſty in 
their Maſters Names for His happy Deli- 
very from the Deſigned Aflafination. The 
King of Fraxce alſo Publiſhe in His Do- 

minions 
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minions an Edi& or Proclamation for the 
Apprehenſion of thoſe Four mention'd in 
our Kings Proclamation of Jane the 28th, 
and propoſed 500 Piltols tor the Diſcove- 
ry of each, 

On the 12th of July was Tryed at the 
Old Bayly the above mention'd Captain Wal- 
cot, for this horrid Conſpiracy, and upon a 
full and cleer Evidence was found Guilty 
of High Treaſon. The next Day the Lord 
Ruſſel, eldeſt Son and Heir apparent to the 
Earl of Bedford, was Tryed for the ſame 
Treaſon, and upon a cleer Evidence given 
by the Lord Howard of Eſcrick and others, 
was found Guilty. The ſame Day alſo, Horne 
and Roxſe, were Tryed and found Guilty 
of the ſame horrid Crime. All which re- 
ceived Sentence of Death the next day 
from the Recorder Sir George Treby, viz. 
the Lord Ruſſe! by himſelf, and Walcot, Hone, 
and Royſe, together ; but the Judgment was 
theſame, to be drawn, Hang'd, and Quar- 
ter?d. During the Tryal of the Lord Rſ- 
ſel, 4 Companies of the Guards were drawn 
into Smithfield,and there poſted all the Dayz 
two Companies of the Trained Bands in St 
Bartholmews Hoſpital, and a Party of the 
Life Guard Waited at the Gates of the Old 
Bly, attending upon the Lord Howard. 

In 
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Tn the mean time, 2z. on Friday the 
13th of July, about 9 of the Clock in the 
Morning, a fad and deſparate aQtion was 
Committed on himſelf by one of theſe 
unhappy Confpirators. Arthur Earl of E/- 
Jex being a Pritoner in the Tower on the 
account of this execrable Treaſon, was {o 
far tranſported by the Devils Temptations 
as to difpajr of all mercy, and during a 
ſhort abſence of them that attended,to Mur- 
der himſelf, by Cutting his own Throat 
with a Raiſour, | 

On Friday the 2oth of July, Three of 
the foreſaid Traytors were executed at Ty 
bure, viz. Walcot, Home, and Rouſe, accor- 


ding to the Common Judgment in Treaſon, 


Drawn, Hang'd, and quartered. But the 
Lord Ruſſel, by reaſon of his noble Birth, 
had the favour from the King to have the 
Common Judgment mitigared ( tho he was 
againſt ſuch mitigation ( as is reported ) 
in the caſe of the late Vicount Stafford ) 
and'was onthe day following, viz. Satur- 
day the 21th of Jul, Beheaded in Lincolns- 
Jan Fields. For which purpoſe a Scaffold 
was erefted that Morning on that 
fide of the Fields next to the Arch 
going into Dyke Street, in the middle be- 
tween the ſaid Arch and the corner turning

Guards and a Troop of Horſe were drawn 
up in the Fieldsat that time,' to” ſecure the 
Peace againſt ſo-vaſt a-Conoourſe-of People 
as appeared there on that occaſion. The Lord 
Ruſſel was Beheaded by three (troaks of the 
Executioner, at half an-hour after 10 in the

On the ſame Day, the 21th of July, was 
aſſembled a Convocation of the Univerſity 
of Oxford , in their Conyocation Houſe 
therez at which in a Solemn'and formal 
manner they Condemn'd 27 Propoſitions, 


as falſe, ſeditious, and impious, and moſt of 


them Heretical and Blaſphemous, infamous 
to Chiiſtian Religion, and deſtruttive of all 
Government, both in Church' and State: 
Which wicked Propolitions were Collefted 
out 0: ſeveral modern Authors, namely, 
Buch:nan, M-lton, ' Hobs, Goodwin, Baxter, 
Julian, Proteſtant Reconciler, 8c. Which 
laid Books were at the ſame time Ordered 
to be Burnt, and were Burnt in the Court 
of the Schools of the ſaid Univerſity. - 
On Saturday the 28th of July, being St.

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Blow, took from them the Fort of Barkar, 
and the City of Gran ( formerly call'd 
Strigonium”) after it had been- poſlelt by 
the Turks 78 Years. Which City had been 
formerly,before it was loſt by the Chriſtians, 
the Metropolitan City of Hungary. To 
the Glory of the Engliſh Nation, ſome of 
our Country Men were preſent at the Siege 
of Vienna, in defence of which they Signal- 
liz'd their Valour. In particular the Lord 
Land/down, Eldeſt Son of the Earl of Bath, 
whom for his extraordinary - merits the 
Emperor created a Count of the Sacred 
Empire: An Honour which the Anceſtors 
of the Lord Arundel of Warder had for.
